Simpsons and wear down their energy bars. Fortunately, each

baddies - so beat ет up skills are the order of the day 

As with all games of this type. at the end of each level lurks а 
giant guardian who must be duffed over to progress onwards. At 
the end of level one there's a giant wrestler - next up is one of 
Krusty the donn s minions. On the final level is the boss of the 
jewel thieves; defeat him and Maggie is rescued! 


Similar In concept to the 
Turtles coin-op (hardly sur- 
prising, since it's designed 
to go into old Turtles cabi- 
nets), The Simpsons is 
nevertheless a thoroughly 
enjoyable game. The 
graphics are absolutely 
marvellous, from the bril- 
liant movie-style introduc- 
tory sequence showing Maggie's abduction to the in- 
game graphics, it's just like playing a cartoon. There are 
50 many neat touches - just watch the expressions and 
reactions of the characters as they do battle. they re 
hilarious. The sound effects are also excellent - all sam- 
pled from the cartoon - and here's a version of the 
Simpsons tune thumping away maniacally in the back- 
ground, which adds greatly to the frantic atmosphere.
